2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Laurash '021 is the 
closest art of record. Each of the independent claims has the limitation that the second label is 
both adhered to the strip of release material and is located adjacent the first label. Regarding 
figure 1 of Laurash, 106 is the first label, 104 is the second label, and 108 is the release strip. It 
simply isn't accurate to say that label 104 is adhered to the release material, as the label is clearly 
adhered to the label 106. Even if one were to rationalize that label 104 is adhered to release strip 
108 through label 106, the second "adjacent" limitation is not met, as label 104 is on top of label 
106.
